Apple Tree Borer. 


A. S. Fuller thinks the remedy fre-| 
quently recommended, of heaping lime 
and ashes about the roots of trees to 
exciude the borer, owes it efficacy, if it 
possesses any, to the necessary removal 
of the grass and weeds which grow | 
about the tree and afford a shelter to 
the insects when depositing their eggs 
as uncultivated or weedy trees, are 
always most liable to be attacked.
